Washington, D. €.. May 26.—The ac- 
tivity of Austrian and Italian troops on 
the Tyrolean border, centering around 
the ancient city of Roverto .and the 
Terragnola region, lying to the east, 
gives timeliness to -the following bul- 
letin of the National Geographic oo- 
ciety with headquarters in Washing- 
ton. 


"With a population of 11,000, less 
than half that of the neighboring city 
of Trent, fifteen miles- higher up the 
Adigo valley, Roverto is the most im- 
portant industrial center of the Italian- 
speaking section of Austrian Tyrol. It 
is situated on the left bank of the 
AdigH, a waterway second only to the 
fo among Italian waterways, with a 
navigable length of 170 miles, from thra 
Adriatic to a point well beyond Trent. 
Through the town runs the mountain 
torrent Leno, which rushes dow.n from 
the Terragnola 
district past Piazza, 
one of the strategic points in the pres- 
ent fighting. 


"Eu.ioying the advantages of the im- 
portant railway connecting Innsbruck, 
132 miles to the north, and Verona, 45 
miles to the south, Roverto's silk 
industry is considerable, but it has 
been declining slowly in recent vears. 
A mile to the west Is a large tobacco 
factory at Sacco, and the Isera vine- 
yards, on the opposite bank of ihe 
Adi.ee. are famous. 


"Roverto's history dates back to the 
days of Lothair the Saxon, the Roman 
emperor who in the twelfth 
century 
yielded to the importunities of Inno- 
cent H and marched across the Alps 
•with a small 
army, to espouse this 
cope s cause at Rome against the rival 
Pope Anacletus II. During his pass- 


, age over the mountains Lothair met 
! with determined opposition from the- 
: lords of 
a 
strongly fortified castle, 
situated just above the present site of 


. Roverto. After defeating the defend- 


i ers Lothair 
presented the castle to 


one of its Teutonic followers. A hun- 
dred years later a descendant of this 
Teuton greatly

"Reliction in the diet of the car- 
bohydrate or starchy foods." 


"Diversification and the cultivation 
of food crops, including an adequte 
pea patch, in order to mimimize the 
disastrous effects of a crop failure 
and to make food cheaper and more 
readily available." 


"Make the other class of foods creap 
and readily accesible." 


"Improve economic conditions, in- 
crease wages and reduce unemploy- 
ment." 


To these recommendations 
which 
will be difficult if not impossible to 
follow some day the following will 
be added: 


Eat the foods already at hand, but 
eat them in their natural, unrefined 
state. 
(Not difficult to do.) 


Grind the whole corn and consume 
in the form of corn broad, corn pone, 
corn cake, corn porridge, containing- 
all of the corn. 
(Not difficult.) 


Adopt the same principle with re- 
gard to wheat, barley and rice. (Not 
difficult.) 


Kat something green every day and 
make sauces or soups of the waters 
in which vegetables are boiled, instead 
of throwing them down tie waste pipe 
or into the sink. 
(Not difficult.) 
Forget the fresh meat if you can't 
got it and use milk and eggs, beans, 
•peas and lentils instead. At least not 
as difScul.t as getting and keeping a 
whole cow where wages are low and 
unemployment abundant. 


If you can get large quantities of 
fresh meat, eat of it sparingly and only 
once a. day at the outside. Rather 
economical and sensible.)

abstracted. If not, then soil exhaus- 
tion in any locality' is a mere ques- 
tion of time.

MUST POST SIGNS 


SHOWING OIL TEST 


Oil Dealers Must Comply With Law 


Requiring Placards Telling Grav- 


ity and Test of Oil Sold. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZCTTBj 


Madison, Wis., May 26.—Gasoline 
and kerosene dealers must strictly 
comply with the law requiring the 
posting of placards showing the grav- 
o,y ,and burning tests of such products, 
State Oil Inspector B. N. Moran said 
today. _ He recently made an investi- 
gation in Milwaukee and several other 
cities in the state and found that some 
dealers were not fully complying with 
the provisions of the (oil inspection 
law requiring vendors to post signs 
showing the gravity and burning tests 
of gasoline and korosene. 
Owing to the -present high price of 
gasoline many-.dealers are icarryine 
lo^' test gasoline, which has' a gravity 
of 59 to 60 degrees, and have discon- 
tinued carrying so-called high test 
which has a gravity of 68 to 70 de- 
grees but they .have neglected to take 
down the high test placards and post 
cards showing the exact tests of the 
gasoline they sell. As a, result manv 
of the buyers think they are getting 
hign test gasoline, when they,are get- 
ting only a low test product 


One of the principal purposes of the 
oil inspection law, said State Inspec- 
tor Moran, is to enable buyers to know 
just whatlquality of gasoline and kero- 
sene they .are getting and to prevent 
dealers from deceiving them. The law 
also provides that gasoline shall-be 
handled only in red containers with 
the word "gasoline" on them. State 
Inspector Moran says he Us preparing 
to prosecute all dealers who are not 
fully complying with this law. 
The supervisor's order reducing the 
number of his deputy inspectors from 
fifty-two to thirty-one and the cost of 
maintaining , his 'department about 
$12,000 a year, will go into effect next 
Thursday.

MONROE DOCTRINE 


PLAYS A BIG PART 


IN WORLD'S PEACE 


'United States a Party to K«ny Treat- 


ies for P.eac'e, Says Speaker at 


World Peace Conference. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PKK38.] 


Washington, May 26—Under 
tha 
plan for world peace as outlined in the 
program of the League to Enforce 
Peace the United States might have 
to reliquish some of Its older Inter- 
pretutiomrof the Monroe Doctrine in 
the event of'a dispute with a European 
power, George Qraftoh Wilson, profes- 
sor of international. law at Harvard, 
declared in an address here today be- 
fore the first national assemblage of 
the league. 
.Tender peace treaties 
signed in recent years, Prof. Wilson 
said, such concessions will have to be 
made. 


"The TJnited States has, within re- 
cent years," he said, "become a party 
to a large number of treaties in which

the high contracting parties agree that 
all disputes between them, of every 
nature whatsoever, to the settlement 
of which arbitration treaties or agree- 
ments do not apply in their terms or 
are not applied in fact, shall /when 
diplomatic methods of adjustment have 
failed, lx> referred to an international 
commission,' and 'they agree not to 
declare war or begiii hostilities during 
such investigation and before the re- 
port iff submitted.

dorsement by leaders, in preceding adT- 
minis i rations as well ae in the action 
upon these.treaties by the present ad- 
ministration and is therefore•• not 'o 
be regarded aa embodying partisan 
politics.

Doctrine In disputes which may arise 


with most states in a fashion in exact 
accord with the second article of the 
platform of-the League to Enforce 
Peace.
